out of business. The farm which loaf? 
between crop seasons is in the same 
boat of inefficiency. 
With the exception o r the subtrop.e 
portions 
of the Southwest, 
where 
marketable crons may be harvested 
the year round, there is only* one way 
of providing profitable Use for the 
available farm labor arui keeping the 
farm factory running twelve months 
in the year, and th a t is by keeping 
livestock and poultry in connection 
with crop production. Livestock a n i 
poultry grow while the fu m ie r sleeps, 
and u ** much that would be lost with­ 
out thi ni, while crops await the sen­ 
ior).
